Rusk said rebel charges that 
j Carlson was a UJS.Army major 
on a spy mission were “ patently 
false.”

The 
Senate also acts o n treaties. The treaty ratifica­ 
tio n requirement, clearly written into the Co n­ 
stitutio n, is no w in serio us danger because o f the 
bro ad sco pe o f “ Executive agreements” the 
President is allo wed to make witho ut appro val. 
Allen Drury’s no vel, A d v i s e and Co nsent, which 
has so ld mo re than a millio n co pies since its 
publicatio n several years 
ag o , is the sto ry o f ho w 
a co urageo us band o f Senato rs refused to co n­ 
sent to the appo intment o f a Secretary o f State 
who had been a co mmunist and who urged a 
po licy o f appeasement o f Mo sco w.

In World War II, Malta earned 
the distinction of being the m ost 
bombed place on earth, and in 
19 42, the George C ross, B ri­ 
tain's highest civ ilian decora­ 
tion, was awarded to all the 
M altese people,

edented ev ent. 
As Malta has done mu ch for 
Britain, so Britain will do mu ch 
for Malta. 
The fifth 
most 
densely popu lated area In the 
world, less than half of M alta's 
land can be cu ltiv ated. It an­ 
nu ally Imports $7 0 million m ore 
than it ex ports. Only su bstan­ 
tial B ritish aid ($16 0 million 
since the war) has k ept the is­ 
land solv ent. 
The independence agreem ent 
calls for another $140 million 
in aid ov er the nex t 10 y ears, 
du ring which indu stry and the 
tou rist 
trade, 
among 
other 
things, are to be dev eloped. 
It is throu gh tou rism that the 
greatest hope lies for ev entu al­ 
ly balancing the Maltese bu dget. 
With a su nny M editerranean cli­ 
m ate, 
Phoenician

C hristian catacombs, ancient 
forts, 8 5 m iles of sandy beach 
and — as of now — low prices, 
Malta has a lot going for it.

“ The role of the fiscal officer 
prim arily is to analy ze, rev iew 
and v erify for the legislatu re 
data gathered by others. The 
role of the ex ecu tiv e bu d g et 
staff is to assist in the form u la­ 
tion of the fiscal policy of the 
ex ecu tiv e branch and, once this 
policy is established, to de­ 
fend it. 
“ A fiscal officer wou ld pro­ 
v ide the legislatu re, as a sep­ 
arate branch of gov ernment en-, 
tru sted with the power of the 
pu rse, with its own facilities 
for the informed ex ercise of 
that pow er." 
The Su rv ey said a fiscal of­ 
ficer is necessary to aid the 
legislatu re in long-range fiscal 
planning. 
The Su rv ey said the fiscal 
officer wou ld not need a large 
staff.

WASHINGTON — There are 
some interesting sim ilarities 
between the m ilitary debate now 
tak ing place inside the Kremlin 
and 
inside 
Washington; also 
some important differences. 
On Au g. 17 , last y ear, Nik ita 
Khru shchev made a statem ent in 
an interv iew with me which, in 
retrospect, is ex trem ely im* 
portant to U S. — U SSJR . re­ 
lations, and may hav e contrib­ 
u ted to his downf U . 
He said that, regardless of 
the United States and regard- 
less of the disarm am ent talk s 
at Genev a, he was going to pro­ 
ceed with cu tting the Ru ssian 
m ilitary bu dget. He was not go- 
ing to cu t the fire-power of the 
Sov iet Union — in other words, 
m issiles - bu t he was going to 
cu t the fat. He was going to do 
this, he said, in order to in­ 
crease the standard of liv ing of 
the Ru ssian people. 
"Commu nism 
cannot be a 
table laid with empty plates," 
said 
Khru shchev . 
"To inv ite 
people to that brand of Commu n­ 
ism is lik e inv iting people to eat 
sou p with a fork ." 
On Dec. 13, fou r months later, 
Khru shchev did cu t the Ru ssian 
m ilitary bu dget by 4.7 percent. 
E arlier that week , President 
Johnson, who had ju st tak en of­ 
fice, annou nced a cu t of the 
A m erican m ilitary bu dget by 
30 su rplu s bases and 7 5,000 
in civ ilian defense personnel. 
Bo th anno uncements led to 
po litical tro uble. And when all 
the arguments were o ver, the 
autho r o f o ne anno uncement was 
o ut o f o ffice, the o ther was 
re-elected by the largest mar­ 
gin in American histo ry. 
-COST OF ANTI-POVERTY— 
Despite this difference, the 
essential 
pro blem 
o f Nikita 
Khrushchev and Lyndo n Jo hn­ 
so n was the same: bo th wanted 
to help impro ve the living stand- 


ard s of their respectiv e people, 
both had anti-pov erty 
p r o ­ 
gram s. And the only way they 
cou ld pay for it was by cu tting 
the hu ge ex penditu res of their 
two m ilitary establishm ents. 
Khru shchev 
had 
fou ght a 
ru nning 
battle 
with the Red 
Arm y , the old S talinists, and to 
some ex tent the Red Chinese, 
in fav or of ratting a high stand­ 
ard of liv ing ahead of too mu ch 
m ilitary ; also ahead of hard­ 
core Commu nism. Molotov , No . 
1 leader of Stalinism , argu ed 
that "withou t adv ersity , with­ 
ou t w ar, there can be no real 
adv ance in Com m u nism ." 
So argu ed also the Chinese. 
Khru shchev argu ed to the con­ 
trary . 
He had annou nced in 19 6 0 a 
cu t of 1,000,000 from the Red 
Arm y , plu s 200,000 officers. 
Bu t lie had to back track , part­ 
ly becau se of Red Army oppo­ 
sition, partly becau se John F. 
Kennedy in 19 6 1 began beef­ 
ing u p American troops in West 
Germany . 
What Kennedy didn't realize 
at the tim e he was ordering 
two important increases inUJS. 
bomber strength and shipping 
50,000 ex tra troops to Ger­ 
many , was that Khru shchev was 
hav ing an internal battle with 
his m ilitary leaders. And Ken­ 
nedy 's increases cu t the grou nd 
ou t from u nder Khru shchev . 
Later, Khru shchev fired his 
Army Chief of Staff and his 
Chief of Intelligence, 
but he 
cou ldn't fire M arshal Malinov ­ 
sk y ,

Abo ut 53,000 cases o f infec­ 
tio us hepatitis will be repo rted 
in the United States by the end 
o f the year, acco rding 
to 
estim ates by the statisticians. 
During the first 43 weeks o f 
1962, nearly 45,500 cases o f 
infectio us hepatitis had already 
been repo rted in the co untry. 
Altho ugh this is 26 percent less 
than the number o f cases in the 
co rrespo nding perio d o f last 
year, it nevertheless exceeds 
the co mparable figure fo r any 
o ther year since 1952, when 
natio nwide repo rting o f the di­ 
sease began, the statisticians 
said. 
The incidence o f the disease 
has fluctuated 
during the past 
decade, 
but 
the number o f 
deaths attributed to it has varied 
o nly slightly. Furthermo re, the 
annual death rate o f 0.5 per 
100,000 
po pulatio n 
has re­ 
mained virtually unchanged in 
the 10 years since 1952. 
Mo rtality fro m the disease 
varies with sex and age. Last 
year the death rate at all ages 
co mbined was 0.4 per 100,000 
amo ng males, and 0.6 fo r fe­ 
m ales. Also , the death rate did 
no t exceed 0.5 per 100,000 fo r 
any age gro up belo w 45 years, 
but increased to 1.2 at ages 
65 to 74, and further to 3.3 
per 100,000 at ages 75 to 84. 
Because many cases o f the di­ 
sease are no t detected, o fficial 
statistics understate the actual 
incidence o f infect.o us hepa­ 
titis, the statisticians said. 
“ Ho wever, even o n the basis o f 
repo rted cases, the incidence o f 
infectio us hepatitis is abo ut 15 
tim es that fo r diphtheria, po lio ­ 
m yelitis, typho id fever, and in- 
f e c t i o u s encephalitis c o m ­ 
bined," the statisticians co n­ 
cluded.

Grass Eradication Program in 
Missouri. 
A commission to study and 
recommend changes in the pro­ 
gram has been named. The com­ 
mission includes Charles E. 
Ausfahl of the Department of 
Agriculture, Victor E. Gray of 
the Missouri Farm Bureau Fed­ 
eration, L. C. Carpenter of 
the Missouri Farmers Associa­ 
tion, Dr. O. H. Fletchall of the 
University of Missouri, James 
F. Griffen of the State Highway 
Commission and Sam E. Over­ 
felt, representing 
Missouri 
railroads. 
The program has been in ef­ 
fect since 1958 on a county op­ 
tion basis, but today, only 14 
counties are participating. It 
is felt that infestations of this 
type of grass is harmful to ag­ 
riculture in general and ways 
will be sought 
to 
implement 
the program. 
It is expected that funds will 
be sought for further research 
and more effective administra­ 
tion of the program.

The 88th Congress wrote an 
impressive legislative record 
in the area of conservation. 
Congressional 
actions that 
found favor with conservation­ 
ists in Missouri and across the 
Nation include these measures: 
—Hie Ozark National Scenic 
Riverways was created to pre­ 
serve thousands of acres of 
Missouri’s most scenic coun­ 
tryside along the Current and 
Jack Forks rivers. This action 
signaled the first recognition in 
our National Park policy of the 
value 
of a 
free-flowing, un­ 
polluted river system. 
—The Bureau of Outdoor Rec­ 
reation was established to co- 
ordinate Federal and state pro­ 
grams in this area. 
—The Land and Water Con­ 
servation Fund was set up to 
provide financing for acquisi­ 
tion and development of Fed­ 
eral, state, and local areas for 
public outdoor recreation. 
—The Water Resources Re­ 
search Act of 1964 was passed 
to attack the Nation’s increas­ 
ing water problems. This mea­ 
sure provides Federal aid to 
support research centers at 
state land-grant universities, 
and other schools designatedby 
the states, to get assistance in 
working 
on 
critical 
water- 
supply situations. 
—The Commercial Fisheries 
Research and Development Act 
authorizes more than $28 mil­ 
lion in grants to state agencies 
on a matching basis for re­ 
search and development of com­ 
mercial fisheries. 
The Bureau of Public Roads 
recently advised me that more 
than $24 million in Federal • 
aid highway funds is scheduled 
for release to Missouri on No­ 
vember 16. 
The Federal funds were au­ 
thorized by Congress for fis­ 
cal 1966, and were apportioned 
among the states earlier this 
year. 
The new release action 
means the states can schedule 
projects and let contracts in an 
orderly fashion, with money 
now available to assure prompt 
Federal reimbursement. 
Under the cooperative Fed­ 
eral - state highway program, 
states take the initiative in buy­ 
ing right-of-way and supervis- 
ing construction. Then, Federal 
funds are granted for 90 per 
cent of the cost of Interstate 
Highway System projects, and 
for 50 per cent of the cost of 
road building projects on other 
system s.

Many people in the area visited 
the sites to find out what Mar­ 
shall and Henning were digging 
up about earlier inhabitants in 
the area. The two archaeolo­ 
gists made special efforts to 
keep the newspapers informed 
of the program and its pur­ 
poses and the people responded 
with interest and enthusiasm.

“When the burials were dis­ 
covered so near the highway,” 
said Marshall, “it was obvious 
that people would be there long 
after we quit work at night and 
before we started in the morn­ 
ing.

What we 
recovered is the record of an­ 
other

They may have been 
more successful along certain 
lines than we are. We would 
like to know how they did it. 
“ You see, archaeology is a 
branch of anthropology, which 
is the study of man—past, pres-- 
ent and future. Through archae­ 
ology we discover much infor­ 
mation about earlier rules and 
laws governing the behavior of 
man.” 
He smiled wryly. “ We’vebeen 
at it for more than 100 years

White Marble Terrace and 
a Plain Low Monument 
Will Mark Kennedy Grave 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Plans 
for a white marble terrace and 
a low, plain monument for John 
'F . Kennedy's grave were an- 
nounced today. 
The central theme for the 
grave site will be the eternal 
flame lighted by the president's 
widow the day of his funeral 
almost one year ago. 
The grave in a small grass 
plot will be marked by a gray 
slate tablet which the designers 
said was the tradition in early 
New England. 
The flame placed at the head 
of the grave, will be directly 
along the historic axis extend­ 
ing 
from 
the 
Capitol to the 
Lincoln 
Memorial, 
and then 
across the Potomac River to the 
Custis-Lee Mansion at Arling­ 
ton National Cemetery where 
Kennedy is buried. 
Steps will lead up to the grave 
site, on a slope just below the 
mansion. 
In the center, slightly elevat­ 
ed is to be the rectangular grass 
plot where President Kennedy 
is buried. Its marble “ frame** 
contains a kneeling step f o r 
prayer. Within the grass plot 
will be a slate marker about 
three feet by 4*A feet in size, 
bearing the inscription: 
John Fitzgerald Kennedy 
1917 — 1963 
A small cross will be incised 
above the grave. 
The marker fo r the late presi­ 
dent will be flanked by smaller 
tablets marking the graves of 
the two Kennedy children who 
died at o r shortly after birth. 
The eternal flame will burn to 
the rear of the tablets emerging 
from a 3-pronged bronze font. 
The backdrop for the flame is 
to be a long low wall bearing 
the presidential seal. 
Plans for the grave site were 
announced at a news conference 
six days before the first anni­ 
versary of Kennedy’s assassin­ 
ation last Nov. 22 in Dallas, 
Tex. Secretary of Defense Rob­ 
ert S. McNamara and archi­ 
tect John Carl Warnecke were 
in charge of releasing the de­ 
tails. 
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McNamara said the prelimi­ 
nary cost estimates for the 
grave site, the immediate sur­ 
roundings, walkways and other 
improvements at 
A r 1 i n g- 
ton would be approximately $2 
million. 
“ The Kennedy family has of­ 
fered to pay all costs associat­ 
ed with development of the late 
president's grave site,“ McNa­ 
mara said. “ However, most of 
the cost is attributable to walk­ 
ways, platforms, and other fa­ 
cilities necessary to accommo­ 
date the visiting public.** 
“ Therefore," he added, “ we 
intend to recommend that the 
Congress appropriate all funds 
necessary for the grave site, 
except for the immediate area 
surrounding President Kenne­ 
dy’s grave, which will be paid 
for by the Kennedy family.” 
Tins division, he said is in 
keeping with the rules and tra­ 
ditions of all national cem eter­ 
ies. 
The exact division of charges, 
will depend on actual construc­ 
tion costs, he said, adding “ the 
family's share will probably be

Mystery 


LEOPOLDVILLE, the Congo 
(AP) — The fate of American 
missionary 
Paul 
Carlson, 
thre'tened with execution by 
Congolese rebels, remained a 
mystery 
today. 
The United 
States warned insurgent lead­ 
ers they would be held to ac­ 
count if they harmed Carlson. 
The rebel radio announced 
Monday 
that the 36-year-old 
medical missionary from Roll­ 
ing Hills, Calif., had been sen­ 
tenced to death as a military 
spy and would be executed in 
Stanleyville 
at noon. It has 
broadcast nothing furtheronhis 
fate. 
I11 Washington, Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk said if Carlson 
were executed, it would lie "an 
outrageous violation of interna­ 
tional 
law' 
and 
of accepted 
standards of humanitarian con­ 
duct." 
Rusk appealed to Prime Min­ 
ister Foino Kenvatta of Kenya 
to use his influence as chairman 
of an African committee seek­ 
ing to end the Congo civil war to 
try to save Carlson's life. 
Rusk said rebel charges that 
Carlson was a U.S.Army major 
on a spy mission were "patently 
false." 
He said the United States 
holds 
insurgent 
leaders "di­ 
rectly responsible for the safe­ 
ty of Dr. Carlson and of all 
other Americans 111 areas un­ 
der rebel control." 
In Chicago, Dr. Arden Aim- 
quist, executive secretary of 
Covenant World Missions in 
which Carlson served, said the 
captive missionary "definitely 
is not a spy." 
U.S. Embassy officials in Leo- 
poldville 
indicated 
attempts 
were l»eing made to contact the 
rebels through the International 
Red Cross. 
Carlson 
was captured two 
months ago close toYakoma,on 
the Congo's northern frontier, 
after he had refused to leave his 
Congolese jiatients. The mis­ 
sionary had taken his wife and 
two children to safety in the 
neighboring 
Central 
African 
Republic. 


Many whites, most of them 
Belgians have l>een shot or 
hacked to death by rebel war­ 
riors, but Carlson is believed to 
be the first sentenced to death 
by the rebel command. Thou­ 
sands of Congolese have been

WASHINGTON — There are 
some interesting sim ilarities 
between the m ilitary debate now 
taking place inside the Kremlin 
and 
inside 
Washington; also 
some important differences. 
On Aug. 17, last year, Nikita 
Khrushchev made a statem ent in 
an interview with me which, in 
retrospect, is extrem ely im­ 
portant to U £ . - U,S*>.R. re­ 
lations, and may have contrib­ 
uted to his d^wnf V". 
He said that, regardless of 
the United States and regard­ 
less of the disarm am ent talks 
at Geneva, he was going to pro­ 
ceed with cutting the Russian 
m ilitary budget. He was not go­ 
ing to cut the fire-power of the 
Soviet Union — in other words, 
m issiles - but he was going to 
cut the fat. He was going to do 
this, he said, in order to in­ 
crease the standard of living of 
the Russian people. 
“ Communism 
cannot be a 
table laid with empty plates,” 
said 
Khrushchev. 
“ To invite 
people to that brand of Commun­ 
ism is like inviting people to eat 
soup with a fork.” 
On Dec. 13, four months later, 
Khrushchev did cut the Russian 
m ilitary budget by 4.7 percent. 
E arlier that week, President 
Johnson, who had just taken of­ 
fice, announced a cut of the 
American m ilitary budget by 
30 surplus bases and 75,000 
in civilian defense personnel. 
Both announcements led to 
political trouble. And when all 
the arguments were over, the 
author of one announcement was 
out of office, the other was 
re-elected by the largest mar­ 
gin in American history. 
-COST OF ANTI-POVERTY— 
Despite this difference, the 
essential 
problem 
of Nikita 
Khrushchev and Lyndon John­ 
son was the same: both wanted 
to help improve the living stand- 


ards of their respective people, 
both had anti-poverty 
p r o - 
gram s. And the only way they 
could pay for it was by cutting 
the huge expenditures of their 
two m ilitary establishm ents. 
Khrushchev 
had 
fought a 
running 
battle 
with the Red 
Army, the old Stalinists, and to 
some extent the Red Chinese, 
in favor of putting a high stand­ 
ard of living ahead of too much 
m ilitary; also ahead of hard­ 
core Communism. Molotov, No. 
1 leader of Stalinism , argued 
that “ without adversity, with­ 
out war, there can be no real 
advance in Communism.” 
So argued also the Chinese. 
Khrushchev argued to the con­ 
trary . 
He had announced in 1960 a 
cut of 1,000,000 from the Red 
Army, plus 200,000 officers. 
But he had to backtrack, part­ 
ly because of Red Army oppo­ 
sition, partly because John F. 
Kennedy in 1961 began beef­ 
ing up American troops in West 
Germany. 
What Kennedy didn’t realize 
at the tim e he was ordering 
two important increases inUJJ. 
bomber strength and shipping 
50,000 extra troops to Ger­ 
many, was that Khrushchev was 
having an internal battle with 
his m ilitary leaders. And Ken­ 
nedy’s increases cut the ground 
out from under Khrushchev. 
Later, Khrushchev fired his 
Army Chief of Staff and his 
Chief of Intelligence, but he 
couldn’t fire M arshal Malinov­ 
sky, 
his M inister of Defense. 
The latter continued to give 
him trouble. 
Last 
month, 
Malinovsky, 
though not a member, sat on 
the Presidium that voted to 
oust Khrushchev. And last week, 
Malinovsky made a bellicose 
speech at the Kremlin recep­ 
tion celebrating the 47th anni­ 
versary of the Bolshevik revo­ 
lution - so bellicose that it was 
censored by Pravda. 
These are some of the fac­ 
tors which led to Khrushchev’s 
downfall. 


-LBJ’S 
“ MALINOVSKY” « 
Meanwhile, President John­ 
son, following his December 
announcement of defense cuts, 
was also having his troubles, 
not from the military but from 
the politicians. His No. 1 critic, 
of 
course, was Barry Gold- 
water. Time after time during 
the election campaign, Gold- 
water claimed LBJ was dan­ 
gerously 
weakening 
the 
na­ 
tion’s defenses, goaded him es­ 
pecially on reducing manned 
bomber strength. 
Goldwater had been in touch 
with Gen. Curtis Le May, Chief 
of Staff of the Air Force, who 
bluntly disagreed with Johnson 
on bomber reduction. But Le 
May was alone. 
Other 
American 
military 
men, 
unlike 
the Red Army, 
stuck by their civilian com­ 
mander-in-chief and his cuts 
of military surplus. 


Johnson also had otner politi­ 
cal opposition - not all of it 
Republican. Two days after the 
election, Bobby Kennedy, newly 
elected Senator from New York, 
came scooting down to Washing­ 
ton to ask that the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard, listed for possible 
scrapping, be kept open. Hie 
pressure was such that the man 
whom Bobby had just defeated, 
Sen. Ken Keating, joined his 
victorious opponent in calling 
at the Defense Department to 
save the Booklyn Navy Yard. 
However, 
Johnson has had 
one asset which Khrushchev did 
not have - a tough civilian Sec­ 
retary of Defense. Robert Mc­ 
Namara held his ground, lis­ 
tened patiently to the protests 
against military cut -backs, then 
went ahead with those he con­ 
sidered w ise. He knew John­ 
son had to pay for his anti­ 
poverty program, his education 
program, and that he could get 
the money only by cutting mil­ 
itary surplus. 
Malinovsky, the career army 
man who opposed the cut-backs, 
helped to put the skids under 
Johnson's opposite number.

Pacific island of le 
Shima on April 18, 1945. 
The congressm an would like 
to see the stamp issued in con­ 
junction with the 20th anniver­ 
sary of Pyle’s death next year. 
So far both the House Post 
Office Committee and the Post 
Office 
Department 
have ex­ 
pressed disinterest in the pro­ 
posal. 
Says Rep. Roudebush; “ E rnie, 
was typical of the many fine 
men and women of the press 
who have risked and are still 
risking life and limb both in 
war and peace to produce on-

events. 
“ There could be no m ore fit­ 
ting tribute to the press than 
the issuance of a stamp com­ 
memorating the tragic death of 
this humble servant who did so 
much for the ordinary GI and 
the fam ilies and friends left 
behind."

About 53,000 cases of infec­ 
tious hepatitis will be reported 
in the United States by the end 
of the year, according 
to 
estimates by the statisticians. 
During the first 43 weeks of 
1962, nearly 45,500 cases of 
infectious hepatitis had already 
been reported in the country. 
Although this is 26 percent le ss 
than the number of cases in the 
corresponding period of last 
year, it nevertheless exceeds 
the comparable figure for any 
other year since 1952, when 
nationwide reporting of the di­ 
sease began, the statisticians 
said. 
The incidence of the disease 
has fluctuated 
during the past 
decade, 
but 
the number of 
deaths attributed to it has varied 
only slightly. Furthermore, the 
annual death rate of 0.5 per 
100,000 
population 
has re­ 
mained virtually unchanged in 
the 10 years since 1952. 
Mortality from the disease 
varies with sex and age. Last 
year the death rate at all ages 
combined was 0.4 per 100,000 
among males, and 0.6 for fe­ 
males. Also, the death rate did 
not exceed 0.5 per 100,000 for 
any age group below 45 years, 
but increased to 1.2 at ages 
65 to 74, and further to 3.3 
per 100,000 at ages 75 to 84. 
Because many cases of the di­ 
sease are not detected, official 
statistics understate the actual 
incidence of infect.ous hepa­ 
titis, the statisticians said. 
“ However, even on the basis of 
reported cases, the incidence of 
infectious hepatitis is about 15 
times that for diphtheria, polio­ 
m yelitis, typhoid fever, and in- 
f e c t i o u s encephalitis c o m ­ 
bined," the statisticians con­ 
cluded.

Congress is still fighting for its independence 
and holding its own.

"Their complaints are the loudest when, in the 
Constitutional frame of things, one of their im­ 
portant bills is blocked. They complain that 
Congress is antiquated and bogged down in 
outdated restraints. 
It must also be noted that those who say Con­ 
gress and the Constitution are outdated are those 
yfao call for a stronger Executive branch. 
lf Congress is inefficient, it is only because 
the present age is a complex one which calls 
for careful scrutiny of complex bills which 
Qongress considers.

St. Paul was shipw recked there 
in 60 A.D. and converted the 
inhabitants to C hristianity. Af­ 
te r the R om ans cam e the A rabs, 
then N orm ans, G erm ans, Span­ 
iard s .md F rench. For 268 y ears 
Malta was the headquarters of 
the m ilitant Knights of St. John 
of Je ru sa le m , o r H ospitalers. 
Sacked by the French in 1798, 
Malta appealed to B ritain for 
protection. I o r the next cen­ 
tury and a half, the island was 
of inestim able value to the em ­ 
pire, Ixjth in w ar and peace. 
It was upon naval bases such 
as Malta that the Pax B ritan­ 
nica of th 19th century was 
m aintained. 
In W orld W ar II, Malta earned 
the distinction of tieing the m ost 
bombed p lace on earth, and in 
1942, the G eorge C ross, B ri­ 
tain ’s highest civilian decora­ 
tion, was aw arded to all the 
M altese people, 
an 
unprec­ 
edented ev en t. 
As M alta has done much for 
B ritain, so B ritain will do much 
for 
M alta. 
The fifth 
m ost 
densely populated area in the 
w orld, le ss than half of M alta’s 
land can be cultivated. It an- 
nuall> im p o rts $70 million m ore 
than it e x p o rts. Only substan­ 
tial B ritish aid ($160 m illion 
since the w ar) has kept the is­ 
land solvent. 
The independence agreem ent 
calls fo r an o th er $140 m illion

He said th at, reg ard less of 
the United S tates and reg ard ­ 
less of the disarm am ent talks 
at Geneva, he was going to p ro ­ 
ceed with cutting the R ussian 
m ilitary budget. He was not go­ 
ing to cut the fire-pow er of the 
Soviet Union — in other w ords, 
m issiles — but he was going to 
cut the fat. He was going to do 
this, he said , in o rd er to in­ 
crease the stan d ard of living of 
Hie R ussian people. 
"C om m unism 
cannot be a 
table laid w ith empty p la te s,” 
said 
K hrushchev. 
"T o invite 
people to that brand of Commun­ 
ism is like inviting people to eat 
soup with a fo rk .” 
On Dec. 13, four months la te r, 
Khrushchev did cut the R ussian 
m ilitary budget by 4.7 p e rc e n t. 
E a rlie r that week, P resident 
Johnson, who had just taken of­ 
fice, announced a cut of the 
A m erican 
m ilitary budget by 
30 su rp lu s b ases and 75,000 
in civilian defense personnel. 
Both announcem ents led to 
political tro u b le. And when all 
Hie arg u m en ts w ere over, the 
author of one announcem ent was 
out 
of office, the other was 
re-elected by the larg est m a r­ 
gin in A m erican history.

D espite th is difference, the 
essen tial 
problem 
of Nikita 
K hrushchev and Lyndon John- 
son was the sam e; both wanted 
to help im prove the living stand­ 


a rd s of th eir respective people,

g ra m s. And the only way they 
could pay for it was by cutting 
the huge expenditures of th eir 
two m ilitary establishm ents. 
K hrushchev 
had 
fought a 
running 
battle 
with the Red 
A rm y , the old S talinists, and to 
som e extent the Red C hinese, 
in favor of p ittin g a high stand­ 
a rd of living ahead of too much 
m ilitary ; also ahead of h ard­ 
c o re Com m unism . Molotov, No. 
I lead er of Stalinism , argued 
th at "w ithout adversity, with­ 
out w ar, th ere can be no real 
advance in Com m unism .” 
So argued also the C hinese. 
K hrushchev argued to the con­ 
tr a ry . 
He had announced in 1960 a 
cut of 1,000,000 from the Red 
A rm y, 
plus 200,000 o fficers. 
But he had to liacktrack, p a rt­ 
ly because of Red Army oppo­ 
sitio n , partly because John F . 
Kennedy in 1961 began beef­ 
ing up A m erican troops in W est 
G erm any. 
What Kennedy didn’t realize 
a t the tim e he was ordering 
two im portant in creases inUJ>. 
bom ber strength and shipping 
50,000 ex'tra 
troops to G er­ 
m any, w as that Khrushchev was 
having an internal battle with 
h is m ilitary lead e rs. And Ken­ 
nedy’ s in creases cut the ground 
out from under 
K hrushchev. 
L ater, Khrushchev fired his 
A rm y 
Chief of Staff and his 
C hief of Intelligence, but he 
couldn’t fire M arshal Malinov­ 
sky, 
h is M inister of D efense. 
The 
la tte r continued to give 
him trouble. 
L ast 
month, 
M alinovsky, 
though not a m em ber, sat on 
the 
P residium that voted to 
oust K hrushchev. And last week, 
M alinovsky 
made a bellicose

said.

For instance, a layer of char­ 
coal, exposed in a bank I v lei - 
cline told them that an ai o rig ­ 
inal house had burned there. 
Digging into the layer they dis­ 
covered evidence of interior 
furnishings, benches, beds or 
partitions 
and 
hardpacked 
sandclay floor. Potter, frag­ 
ments, of what they call the 
M ississippi S eries, dated the 
habitation of the house as som e­ 
where between 1000 and 1600 
A. D. 
Small, 
cone-shaped 
pits of 
dark soil (postm olds, they call 
them) told the archaeologists 
that posts once were sunk in 
the ground. Their pattern and 
size told M arshall and Henning 
what kind of structure they had 
been; a rectangular pattern, of 
course, would lie a house and 
long rows of large posts indi­ 
cated possibly some kind of 
fortification. 
Corn kernels, some charred 
and still on the cob, may give 
them clues alout the directions 
the people moved, taking their 
ancestral corn with them, as 
they brought new ideas into the 
valley. 
In another area they found a 
series of 37 human burials. 
The burials were in bundles, a 
common practice, M arshall ex­ 
plained, in which bodies were 
left outside to decom pose--at 
least partially--and then the re ­ 
mains bundled together and bur­ 
ied. 
Many people in the area \ isited 
the sites to find out what M ar­ 
shall and Henning were digging 
up about e a rlie r inhabitants in 
the area. The two archaeolo­ 
gists made special efforts to 
keep the newspapers informed 
of the program and its pur­ 
poses and the people responded 
with interest and enthusiasm. 
Many people volunteered in­ 
formation on the location of 
the sites and others helped in 
various ways. 
“ When the burials were dis­ 
covered ro near the highway,” 
said M arshall, “ it was obvious 
that people would be there long 
after we quit work at night and 
before we started in the morn­ 
ing. There was a danger that 
much of the inform ation would 
have been destroyed or dam­ 
aged by uncontrolled digging 
and the curious. 
“ Explorer Post 195 at Hayti 
came to our rescue. The boys 
volunteered to stand guard at 
the dig at night and spent more 
,than a yookjthere. During that 
gtime profile ~came t6 l&ok as 
late as 11:30 at night and as 
early as 5:30 in the morning. 
“ The scouts also provided a 
canvas 
cover 
when showers 
threatened to damage the ex­ 
posed burials. T heir help was 
m ore 
than 
we 
could 
thank 
them .” 


Many people, m ostly mem bers 
of the M issouri Archaeological 
Society, volunteered to work at 
several of the sites. And one 
landowner and local Department 
maintenance 
personnel back­ 
filled test holes at two sites. 
From M arch through April 
and Ma y and on into June the 
two archaeologists dug infor­ 
mation from the past out of 
this Bootheel land. Even many 
of their weekends were spent 
checking 
out 
other possible 
sites in the area away from the 
future Interstate Route 55 right 
of way. 


Then back at the university in 
Columbia, M arshall started the 
tim e-consum ing, 
painstaking 
but all-im portant task of clas­ 
sifying the m aterial, marking 
it and analyzing, it. 
Late on an August afternoon 
he neared the end of his cat­ 
aloging. In a basem ent room of 
old Switzler Hall he worked on, 
surrounded by the heavy silence 
that descends upon university 
cam puses 
during the sum m er 
and by rings of paper sacks 
which contained the thousands 
of pieces of bone, pottery and 
stone which he and Henning 
had dug out along the 66-mile 
line in New M adrid and Pern

counties. 
On shelves 
reaching to the tall ceiling sat 
other sacks with m aterial from 
their digs. 
All sim ilar pieces from the 
sam e dig, he explained, were 
sacked together with location' 
and date marked (“ Thankgood­ 
ness for magic m arkers!” ) on 
each piece. Then a catalog card, 
loaded with data, was made oil 
for each sack. 
“ We keepout the better pieces, 
such as this water bottle, for 
sam ple study,” M arshall said. 
“ The rest of it we put 
sto rag e.” 
It all looked like an unending 
task. 
“ Maybe so,” grinned Marshall 
“ And while I don’t enjoy this 
p art of the job as much as the 
on-site digging it’s vital to our 
process of ‘digesting' the ma­ 
te rial so we’re able to analyze 
it.” 
Any 
lack of enjoyment c e r­ 
tainly wasn't noticeable. M ar­ 
shall enthusiastically explained 
the 
various types of pottery 
which they found. 
And he told about the projec­ 
tile points, including some types 
which have not been named and 
so.ne Dalton Points known to 
date back 6,000 to 10,000 years. 
“ Most 
people 
would 
have 
thought that country was one big 
swamp at that tim e,” said Mar­ 
shall. “ It may have l>een but 
there were people ‘in them thar 
sw am ps.’ ” 
And 
graphically 
described 
th e ir discovery of the mass 
bundle burial (twenty-two in­ 
dividuals in ten bundles) with 
evidences of a charnel or fun­ 
e ra l house in which they had 
been stored and later buried. 
But what does it all mean? 
What is the importance of these 
findings to M issourians today? 
“ Perhaps 
archaeology does 
seem far removed from any 
im m ediate usefulness today,” 
he said, “ but it’s an important 
p art of man’s study of man. We 
a re experim enting with Hung 
today; it isn’t easy. What we 
recovered is the record of an­ 
other 
group's experiment in 
living. 
They 
may have l>een 
more successful along certain 
lines than we are. We would 
like to know how they did it. 
“ You see, archaeology is a 
branch of anthropology-, which 
is the study of man—past, p res­ 
ent and future. Through archae­ 
ology we discover much infor­ 
mation alxmt ea rlier rules and 
laws governing the behavior of 
m an.” 
He sm iled wryly. “ We’vebeen 
at it for more than IOO years 
and we don't have all the ans­ 
w e rs--but we have am assed an 
'’a rra y of facts, all of which add 
to our knowledge of man.” 
M issouri, he went on, is e s ­ 
pecially important archaeolog­ 
ically. 
“ Findings here have a strong 
bearing on nearby states,” he 
said, “ because in prehistoric 
tim es, as now, M issouri was at 
the crossroads of the country. 
In fact, 
most of the state’s 
m ajor roads roughly follow the

While Marble Terrace and

WASHINGTON (AP) — Plans 
for a white marble terrace and 
a low, plain monument for John 
*F. Kennedy’s grave were an­ 
nounced today.

Steps will lead up to the grave 
site, on a slope just below the 
mansion. 
In the center, slightly elevat­ 
ed is to be the rectangular grass 
plot where President Kennedy 
is buried.

Within the grass plot 
will be a slate marker about 
three feet by 4Vi feet in size, 
bearing the inscription: 
John Fitzgerald Kennedy 
1917 — 1963 
A small cross will be incised 
above the grave. 
The marker for the late presi­ 
dent will be flanked by smaller 
tablets marking the graves of 
the two Kennedy children who 
died at or shortly after birth. 
The eternal flame will burn to 
the rear of the tablets emerging 
from a 3-pronged bronze font. 
The backdrop for the flame is 
to be a long low wall bearing 
the presidential seal.
